A Wedding in Mexico 


BOUT the middle of April, 1925, a son 

of President Calles was married to a 
young lady of the city of Monterey. As the 
lady happened to be a member of the Presby- 
terian congregation in that city, the ceremony 
took place in the church, and the President, 
some members of the Cabinet, and several gen- 
erals of high rank were guests. These facts 
were published widely in the press of the coun- 
try, and the Rev. Mr. Gutierrez, the pastor, 
made a very interesting address to the young 
couple. His remarks were based on Bible 
truth, and afterwards the President thanked 
him, and remarked on the Bible as a source of 
light and power for the people. 

This incident is worthy of note as an indica- 
tion of the progress of missionary work in 
Mexico, and of the advance in Bible knowledge 
among all of the people. In all mission fields 
the history of progress is the same as it was 
with the early church, and begins with the poor 
and the distressed and the outcast among the 
inhabitants. Even at the present time people 
who do not care for the Church of Rome some- 
times think that they must have weddings in 
one of the old churches, and according to the 
style of former days. But this wedding of the 
son of the President of the Republic shows a 
very decided change in such ideas. Of course, 
such changes involve very serious responsibility 
for the native ministry, and for those who are 
pushing forward the work of missions and the 
circulation of the Bible. Such an incident 
marks real progress in Mexico. 


An Experience in Yucatan 


His name is Mauricio Herrera, and his home 
is in the city of Merida, in Yucatan. His 
monthly reports to the Mexico Agency of the 
American Bible Society show that he has had 
little chances to go to school ; and his letters are 
rather difficult to read. But they are generally

well worth the effort it takes to find out what 
he says. Under date of February 4, 1925, he 
gives the following incident, just as a casual 
happening in his ordinary round of duties: 

“I was in one of the small towns of the coun- 
try, and went into the public market to sell 
books. One of the men I approached with the 
offer of a New Testament claimed to be an in- 
fidel; and, as I began to talk to him about the 
Bible message and the life of the Saviour, an- 
other man came within hearing and seemed to 
be interested in what I was saying. The first 
man, noticing this, at once began to show his 
colors and began to rave like a madman against 
the reading of the Bible and in favor of the 
Roman Church. He shouted and ranted to 
such an extent that a crowd immediately gath- 
ered, and also the police came to see what was 
the matter. 

“T was known in the town, and several of the 
people showed a friendly face to me; so I 
merely said that we were just having a little 
discussion on the subject of religion, and they 
all stood quietly to listen. I saw at once that I 
had a fine chance to preach the gospel then 
and there; and, taking my text from the tenth 
chapter of Hebrews, I spoke of the great love 
Gi» lestiseim his sacrifice on the cross. The 
result was that I sold to the people who were 
listening several copies of the New Testament 
and many Gospels, and even the man who had 
pretended to be an infidel bought a Testament. 
I felt the blessing of God on me and my work 
at the time, and the very presence of the Holy 
Spirit giving me strength.” 


Bravery and Devotion 


Readers of the Brsre Society Recorp will 
remember the story of the brave colporteur 
Feliciano Martinez and his companion Victor 
Cervantes. The former was killed near his 
own house in a village of southern Mexico, in 
January of the year 1923, and within a few 
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months the other man was back there selling 
Gospels. At the same time Feliciano Martinez 
was killed a faithful friend suffered martyr- 
dom. His name was Fernando Reyes. Since 
that time one other man has been killed in that 
same section ; and three others have been so cut 
and beaten as barely to escape death. 

Only a few days ago a letter was received 
from Victor Cervantes in the office of the 
Mexico Agency, and the following is a true 
translation of the same. : 

Teposcolula, January 14, 1925, 
My DeEAR BROTHER IN CHRIST: 


IT want to let you know that I] am in this part of 
the country along with Mr. Van Slyke, who has come 
right into the place where has been shed the blood of 
our brothers—Feliciano Martinez, Fernando Reyes, 
Higinio Segura, Alfonso Sosa, Martin Lopez, and 
Gregorio de la Vega. We have come for an evangel- 
istic campaign, with fervent prayers that we may be 
able to strengthen the hearts of those who are still 
firm in the faith. 

Therefore, my dear brother, I urge you to pray 
for us; not that we may be spared persecution; for I 
feel entirely willing to suffer, by God’s help, even 
death, if that should come to me; but pray that our 
work may have good results, and for the honor and 
glory of our God. 


A New Plan in Bible Distribution 

True missionary co-operation has been work- 
ing well in Mexico for the last few years. It 
was in 1919 that the representatives of the mis- 
sion boards came together in the city of Mexico, 
and really decided to divide up the territory. 
This plan is already making for the good of the 
whole work of evangelization, and will un- 
doubtedly produce much greater results in the 
years to come. ; 

The spirit of co-operation is showing itself 
also in better methods of Bible distribution, 
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which is the only solid basis for all educational 
mission work and for firm advance. During 
these years of growth and progress the Agency 
of the American Bible Society in Mexico has 
been coming into closer union with all the mis- 
sion forces, both for Bible supply, and for the 
pioneer work of Gospel distribution in new 
parts of the field. 


The call for financial aid has been answered 
by a fine total of Bible Day offerings, and a few 
of the mission congregations have placed the 
eift to the Agency on a percentage basis of the 
yearly budget. At the same time there has 
been growing a closer unity of action in the 
supervision of the Bible salesmen or colpor- 
teurs, and some of the missionaries have ren- 
dered much help to the Bible Agency in the 
recommendation of men to do the pioneer work 
in their own fields. 


The chief clerk of the Mexico Agency is a 
native, and a devout member of the Presby- 
terian Church—Sr. Marroquin. WVith him 
originated the idea of standardizing this co- 
operation in such a way as to equalize the dis- 
tribution of colporteurs all over the country, 
and make the co-operation more complete at the 
same time. This plan was fully explained in a 
circular letter sent out to all missionaries in the 
early part of 1925. The plan suggests that the 
mission pick two or three men, and also pay 
them a certain sum per month for part salary 
and expenses. The Bible Agency will furnish 
up to a certain value books and portions free, 
and the proceeds of the sales will be retained 


‘by the men as making up the rest of their pay. 


This is really a new plan, and we expect that 
it will work well and produce good results. 


ting Her Bible

F you have visited our study in Paotingfu, 
China, you will have noticed in a corner by 
the window two Chinese women, both neat and 
tidy, one with her open Bible, and the other, a 
blind girl, seated at a low table with her board 
and stylus for writing before her. <A third 
person, a Chinese teacher, is sitting by a corner 
of the desk. He reads a sentence, the blind 
girl writes it, and the other woman, Mrs. Sung, 
follows in her Bible; the reading going slowly 
enough for her to learn the new characters. 
This has been a daily performance almost all 
winter, and was an unexpected outgrowth of a 
suggestion that these two women, who are the 
evangelists for Hodge Memorial Hospital, 
would perhaps enjoy a chance to do some in- 
tensive studying of their Bibles. 


They were delighted with the idea and full 
of anticipation, when the blind girl, Mrs. Kao, 
said naively, “But I have no Bible. Could I 
study without one?” I tried several places to 
get parts of the Bible for her; but we could 
not find anything she could use. She reads 
and writes what is known as the Murray Sys- 
tem, which has been superseded by another 
system more modern, and books in the Murray 
System are out of print. But Mrs. Kao was 
not to be daunted by the lack of a book; so she 
1s writing her Bible, and then hopes for the in- 
tensive study. Such courage and industry are 
certainly inspiring to some of us who have all 
our faculties! These two women are humble, 
devoted servants of the Lord, and are doing 
faithful, untiring service. is 
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After Four Hundred Years 


6¢p F God spares my life, ere many years I 

will cause a boy that driveth a plow shall 
know more of the Scriptures than thou dost.” 
These words were spoken in 1522 to a person 
who objected to William Tyndale’s idea of giv- 
ing the Bible to the people of England in their 
mother tongue. 

Three years later, as an exile living in Ham- 
burg and after many difficulties, Tyndale ac- 
complished his purpose by having published the 
first edition of three thousand copies of his 
translation of the New Testament in English. 
For this work Tyndale was called a heretic. 
His life was in danger for a decade longer, 
when he was finally sentenced to pay the ex- 
treme penalty of death by strangulation for the 
work tor which his praise is being proclaimed 
in 1925. Four hundred years is a “long time to 
wait for the praise of fidelity to an ideal; but 
such is the fact in connection with the ideal 
which William Tyndale succeeded in realizing. 
The world has not yet fully appreciated all that 
Tyndale did for it. Only as we give the Scrip- 
tures to others, until the unevangelized peoples 


throughout the whole world shall know the 
Scriptures as Tyndale promised regarding the 
plowboy, shall we really show our full appre- 
ciation of “the open and unchanged Bible.” 

December the sixth will offer churches, Sun- 
day schools, and other societies a unique oppor- 
tunity to recount our benefits and to obtain 
inspiration from Tyndale’s ideal. That is the 
date for observance of Universal Bible Sunday 
in connection with the four hundredth anniver- 
sary of the publication of the first New Testa- 
ment printed in the English language. Have 
you considered this matter for your church, 
Sunday school, Young People’s Society or 
other organization? The American Bible So- 
ciety will be prepared to assist by sending 
copies of a brochure, written by P. Whitwell 
Wilson, president of the Foreign Press Cor- 
respondents in America, together with a wall 
poster for display purposes, and leaflets for use 
in the pews on Bible Sunday.

From Infidel to Colporteur

M home was in a professional gambler’s 
den, and my earliest recollection was 
rough men drinking and swearing and playing 
cards. My father was 


an infidel; but, being 
ae boy; ' 1 naturally 
thought my Dad was 
right. I grew to man- 
hood, believing in no 
God and caring only 
to get the best of my 


companions, by fair 
means or foul. 
Let me say right 


here, my mother was a 
praying Christian ; and 
but for her I’d not be 
telling this story. 
Many times my mother 
and I have worked 
over my father all 
night to bring him out 
of a drunken stupor 
and delirium tremens. 
When he was sober, she would talk to him, teil- 
ing him how God had spared his life and given 
him another chance to reform. He would reply, 
“God didn’t bring me into this world, and he 


hasn’t got a thing to do with taking me away.” 
One ‘night, after I was twenty-two years old, 
I was visiting my aunt, and as usual she read 
the Bible and prayed. I had heard her often 
before; but, on this night, I heard a voice just 
as plain saying, “Come, son, you have lived 
in sin too long.” I was converted instantly ; 
seventy-five lamps could not have made that 
room brighter. I wept and prayed God to for- 
give my sins, and, praise his name, he did it. 
But I found my religion was going to cost 
me something. When my father found out I 
was converted, he whipped me with a cat-o- 
nine-tails and drove me out of the house. I had 
always spoken against religion, and, of course, 
all of the boys laughed at me. I had in my pos- 
session $200 worth of books on infidelity and 
other harmful subjects. My first step was to 
burn this trash. - Soon after this my mother 
died, and her last words were, “Son, pray for 
your father.”’ But he died in one of his drunken 
sprees. This only made me more determined 
to be a man; and, while I ain’t much, praise 
God, I am a sinner saved by grace. He saved 
this bum, and he can use me as he sees fit. Any 
where Jesus calls me, I am ready to go. 


This work of distributing Bibles is great 
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work. The world is my field and I can follow 
in the footsteps of my Saviour. I can get a 
chance to talk to lawyers, doctors, prominent 
people; there is no other work which I can do

Dear People: Please give attention for a lit- 
tle while. 

Tom, my only child living, was gassed 
in France, is debilitated for life, gets no com- 
pensation, and we were almost on starvation 
from four years of continued drouth. But I 
think the spiritual drouth has been and is just 
as severe, and much more disastrous; and that 
short crops and severe winters are God’s means 
of opening our eyes and making us see the 
source of every blessing, both temporal and 
spiritual. 

We are from Texas, where the climate is 
warm, and the breeze balmy, laden with the 
perfume of wild flowers and fruits, which 
grow abundantly in the South. Here the wind 
blows continually, and sometimes a regular hur- 
ricane. In the South we hear the cheerful song 
and whistle of the farmers and many song 
birds, and last but not least the bullfrogs in 
the slues. Here we hear the howling of the 
wolf, the bleating of the sheep, and the wind 
shrieking like some lost soul. 

My boy Tom came out here four years ago 
to regain his health if possible, and to home- 
stead land. He was inexperienced, and paid 
$1,750 for a relinquishment—’twas all the 
money we had. The real estate men fleeced 
him ; then followed four years of severe drouth 
—and we with two cows and four ponies to 
feed. I can’t tell how we got by it—seems like 
a miracle; but we ate mostly beans, potatoes, 
and bread, and we burned cow chips until we 
learned of a man twenty-five miles from us 
who would give a load of wood to anyone who 
would get out and limb 100 fence posts. Limb- 
ing the post means trimming them up smooth 
and nice. Well, I never had used an axe— 
only for fun in childhood days, and then got 
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which brings me in such close personal touch 
with the unsaved. By the help of God I ex- 
pect to end my days in distributing Bibles for 
the American Bible Society.

a chopped foot as a reward. But I told Tom 
that we could get out posts and pay for some 
wood; that the exercise was fine physical cul- 
ture, and it would do his lungs good. So we 
loaned the cows to a neighbor homesteader, 
borrowed two axes, and went to the cedar 
brakes; camped out, and shot some rabbits, 
which afforded very good meat. 

Last year a U. S. rural mail route was opened 
up, and about twenty homesteaders went to 
take the examination ; and God only knows how 
I prayed for Tom to get it. Of course he got 
it; and now we have a car, several horses, colts 
by our faithful old ponies that hauled us from 
Texas to this wilderness. I have four milk 
cows, sell cream, and have chickens and pigs 
to eat the skimmed milk. I have enough food, 
a real good balanced ration every day, and have 
lived independent of any help beside kind Provi- 
dence. J am ashamed to confess that at times 
I feared He had forsaken us; but now we have 
a very good 50-acre crop of wheat, barley, rye, 
millet and row crop, consisting of corn, Kaffir 
corn, milomaize, and popcorn. We have a fine 
lot of pumpkin, watermelon, cantaloupe and 
cucumber vines blooming ; and, if hail don’t get 
them, we will soon be enjoying luscious melons. 
The header is here today to harvest our wheat 
and barley. 

I think I would starve or freeze rather than 
ask a donation; but I want to tell you what a 
wonderful blessing all the hunger, cold and 
heart hunger brought us. 

It made us very humble, and brought us 
down at the foot of the cross; and now we 
have the real missionary spirit, and have or- 
ganized a Sunday school at E , a public 
schoolhouse two miles from Tom’s homestead. 
We use Union literature, because there are sev- 
eral denominations represented. I never saw 
such an ignorant class of people in my life— 
so many people who can’t read. Neither of us 
sing well, but we do the best we can. Tom 
took up music when he went to college, but 
from having been gassed he has a weak voice, 
and sometimes no control of it. 

We are eight miles from the post office, 55 
miles from a railroad town. B—— on the 
Fort Worth and Denver is the nearest. T ; 
our country site, is ninety miles from us. It 
has a theater, a dance hall, pool hall, and 
other disreputable houses. I have never been 
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there, but am told it is a rival of Sodom and 
Gomorrah for wickedness. The Ku Klux Klan 
thought to suppress evil, by their fiery cross 
and letters to transgressors, trying to intimidate 
the lawbreakers; but 1 don’t approve of any 
such means. I really think it made the outlaws 
bolder and more determined. I am fifty-eight 
years old, and have had but little observation 
of very bad people. I have always associated 
with the best people on earth, the middle class, 
neither too poor nor too rich. Now I am with 
extremely poor people, and they are mean too. 
And I want to help them; so I come begging 
for Bibles. I want eighteen for this community. 
If you cannot furnish that number, can you 
give me rates? 

We are members of the Missionary Baptist 
Church at G , Lexas; have our letters now 
four years old. 

The young people are strong in mind and 
body and capable of developing stalwart char- 
acters, and we are willing to do all in our 
power; but we are not able to buy the Bibles 
needed. The trustees and teacher at E 
have promised to adopt it as a textbook in 
school if I would get them. I could sell a 
pony; but that would ruin our team, and just 
now the price on pony stuff is very low. Ten 
dollars is as much as a pony sells for here. 

I had the thought of selling two of them, 
when crop is gathered in the fall, and buying 
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a victrola and some sacred songs, to be used 
in Sunday school. I think it would be a draw- 
ing card, and you know that to some the gospel 
sung is sweeter than when preached. 

Will you please see if you can find a second- 
hand victrola that I could buy cheap? 

I have written to several firms for Bibles or 
rates on Bibles, and this morning I had a letter 
from the National Publishing Co., and they 
referred me to you; so here I come begging 
help. When I was in Texas we always gave 
our money to foreign missions, not knowing 
that home missions needed it much more, and 
that we were neglecting our own for foreign 
work. Should I make such an appeal for help, 
if I were in China, Africa, or any foreign land, 
somebody would help me—I mean the Cause, 
that should be dear to every Christian’s heart. 
I believe I am making my appeal to the right 
source this time; but if I have made a mistake 
again, please send my letter to the right one, 
so I can obtain help for a worthy cause. 

Hopefully and prayerfully your sister in

P. S. Please don’t send Bibles too small, 
with print too small. I am willing to make 
almost any sacrifice to get the kind I want. I 
can sell the pony when crop is saved in the fall.

In Argentina 


ROM the story of the work of 1924, a few 

illustrations have been selected. It is to 
be remembered that Argentina forms only a 
part of the La Plata Agency. The full report 
of the Rev. Paul Penzotti, as Secretary, will 
appear in the Annual Report. 


Colporteurs 


Our Society has employed this year a large 
number of colporteurs: we have had twenty- 
five of them. These men give all their time to 
our work and are under salary. Six of them 
are in this city, and the rest are scattered all 
over our extensive field. They do the difficult 
work of traveling into the interior, on horse- 
back and on foot. 

We are glad to say that, besides the men 
who work as our colporteurs, this year we have 
been able to supply other men with books. 
Several evangelical churches have colporteurs 
of their own, paying their salaries, while this 
Society furnishes them with books gratis. They 
travel on horseback or coaches. We believe 
that this combination of churches and our 


Society is the ideal way of doing Bible work. 
Few people in the United States have an idea 
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of the size of South America and the im- 
possibility of supervising the work properly. 
We find that the missionary and the native 
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pastors take a great deal of interest in our work 
when they have their own men on the field. 


A Tireless Worker 


“A tireless worker, who speaks several lan- 
guages and is able to do exceptionally good 
work among foreigners,’ is the description 
given by Mr. Penzotti of Mr. R. L. Chaplin, 
a sub-agent. Mr. Chaplin reports: 

“Among the medical students of the Univer- 
sity of Buenos Aires there appears to be a more 
responsive spirit to the gospel, which was 
formerly very much absent. Recently quite a 
number of Scriptures have been purchased 
there. This is evidently due to the open-air 
propaganda. One of the students remarked to 
me that he had bought a book from me in 
Mar del Plata, and that whenever he felt out 
of sorts he would go to the Book and find a 
great deal of comfort in it. A young man 
who heard this testimony also bought a copy 
of the Bible. In the universities of Buenos 
Aires and La Plata many books have been sold 
and much propaganda effected among the thou- 
sands of students of law, medical science, and 
art. A great deal of interest was aroused also 
among the professors, some of them buying 
Spanish and Guarani books.” 

“Tt is remarkable how well purchasers re- 
member the Bible seller—as the following inci- 
dents illustrate: Some years ago I sold a Bible 
to the son of the proprietor of one of the lead- 
ing piano stores in Buenos Aires. On applying 
recently for a donation, he at once reminded 
me of the purchase, and contributed a sub- 
stantial sum. A native gentleman, to whom | 
sold several books, accosted me in the subway 
and requested a call. He then told me he was 
convinced of the truth of the gospel and of the 
value of our work, saying: ‘I well remember 
your resignation at the time of a great bereave- 
ment ;’ and we parted on the friendliest of 
terms after he had given a donation to our 
work.” 


Our Correspondents 


During this year we have had 202 corre- 
spondents who have requested books from us. 
This includes missionaries of all denominations 
as well as pastors. We have received many in- 
teresting letters from them regarding the work, 
and we would like to note some of the interest- 
ing incidents; but space will not allow many. 
I will mention some which were sent to me 
by Mr. E. Gray, a missionary who spent most 
of the time in the neglected state of Entre Rios, 
in the north of Argentina. Mr. Gray writes: 
“T sold today a Testament to a young lady, who 
started to read it at once; but later on she 
called me up and returned the book. When I 
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asked her the reason, she said that she could 
not obey the Word, because she meant to enjoy 
life. Not many are so candid; but she ex- 
pressed, undoubtedly, the thought of many.” 


A Cordial Welcome 


While up in Entre Rios, Mr. Gray had 
a very interesting experience. He writes: “I 
was passing along the road, and decided to drop 
a Gospel in a small wooden shack nearby. As 
I approached, a boy shouted, ‘Colporteur,’ in 
a very excited manner. As I hesitated to ap- 
proach, not knowing the reason for so much 
emotion, the father came running out and was 
also visibly excited. It turned out that they 
were Stundists, from the German frontier of 
Poland, who had lost everything during the 
war, and in coming out to Argentina, had also 
lost their Bible. This I was able to supply, as 
also several other books which he bought for 
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some of his neighbors. He drove me into town 
to get these books, and I could see how he 
greatly rejoiced to possess the Word of God 
again. They told me that colporteurs occa- 
sionally passed their homes in Poland, and that 
they had hoped that many years would not pass 
before they would see one in their new home 
and get a Bible.” 

Argentina is today the great Land of Promise 
to millions of people in Europe, who have their 
hearts set on coming here. We would like to 
meet all these people, with the Bible in our 
hands, to greet them and welcome them to this 
land of liberty. We have no great Statue of 
Liberty at the entrance of our bay; but, in- 
stead, a beautiful hotel has been built for immi- 
grants, by the government, where thousands of 
them are made welcome. The Government of 
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Argentina has established in this great home a 
bank and railroad office, where all kinds of 
facilities are extended to immigrants. They are 
sent, at the expense of the government, to any 
place in the interior, where they might want 
to settle and work. We plan to place in this 
hotel a colporteur to distribute the Bible. 
Publicity 
It is proper that here and now we should 
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express our deep appreciation to the Buenos 
Aires Herald and The Standard, of this city, 
for their kindly help to us and our work. They 
have published daily, through this year, free, 
an advertisement of our work and aims, which 
has helped us greatly in securing financial help. 
Several of the leading Spanish weekly maga- 
zines have also done the same thing. We are 
grateful to them all.

is encouraging. It comes from Mr. Lacy, our 
Secretary in that land’: 


Last week I spent in a Buddhist monastery, with a 
dozen preachers, studying the Bible and problems of 
pastoral work, and discussing the use and distribution 
of the Scriptures. At the close of one period, when 
we had taken up the importance of Bible study in 
every Christian home, those twelve men ordered one 
hundred Bibles for the members of their congregations 
who were not supplied with them. 

‘This week we are in another little temple on the 
windswept island of Haitang, with another similar 
group. They have asked for an issue of penny 
Gospels in the colloquial dialect, that they may use 
them for evangelistic purposes among the thousands 
of their neighbors who are not yet Christian.

Two large volumes have been added to our 
Library this year, of more than usual interest. 
The first is the World’s Missionary Atlas. The 
auspices under which it was issued are guar- 
antee for accuracy and completeness. Edited 
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by Dr. Harlan P. Beach, an authority on the 
subject of Missions, and editor of the first 
World’s Missionary Atlas, issued some decade 
ago, and by Charles H. Fahs, whose connection 
with the Reference Library of the Foreign 
Missions Conference has brought recognition 
to him also as an authority, the volume is a 
mine of information for the supporters and 
students of missions especially; and also for 
any desiring geographical information about 
lands in Asia, Africa, Oceania, and Australia, 
particularly. There are -also maps of the 
Americas and Europe. Its two hundred and 
fifty pages teem with notes, statistics, and 
tables, that are a boon to any seeking informa- 
tion on the subjects it handles. They are like- 
wise a high tribute to the diligence and tre- 
mendous labor of the compilers.

The second volume, a royal quarto of 958 
pages, is one more particularly for New York- 
ers, it being entitled “New York, the World’s 
Metropolis.” It is a commemorative edition, 
at the beginning of the second quarter century 
of amalgamated government for greater New 
York, and on the three hundredth anniversary 
of the founding of New York, and is published 
by R. L. Polk & Company, New York. It is 
liberally illustrated, and, in eight sections, deals 
with various phases of the history and activity 
of this great city. Many of the illustrations 
carry one back to the very early days, events, 
and personalities of the city; and others show 
something of its more recent life and activities. 
Face oak 
Page 169 is devoted to the American Bible 
Society, presenting a picture of the Bible House 
on Astor Place and a brief historical statement 
about this Society, one of the oldest institutions 
having headquarters in this great metropolis. 
The Bible House, erected in 1853, and occupy- 
ing a whole city block, is one of the oldest office 
buildings in the city, and has the unique record 
of having had printed and bound and issued 
from within its walls 76,051,112 volumes of 
Scriptures ; practically 20,000,000 of them being 
complete Bibles and 35,000,000 New and Old 
Testaments. This averages over 814 volumes 
a minute for every eight-hour working day in 
the seventy years during which the printing 
and binding was carried on within the Bible 
House, though in earlier years the working day 
was longer than eight hours. 7

Tue Universal Christian Conference on 
Life and Work is being held during August at 
Stockholm, and is expected to draw to itself 
representatives from many lands. We extend 
our earnest hope that the outcome of the con- 
ference will forward the great purpose which 
it has before it. 
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In the minutes of the June meeting of the 
Board are given the names of eight new Hon- 
orary Life Members. Very appreciative let- 
ters of acceptance have been received from all 
of those there named.

The Rev. Samuel G. Inman, D.D., the widely 
known and efficient secretary of the Committee 
on Co-operation in Latin America, gave this 
personal touch: 

I wonder if you knew that I can claim the honor of 
haying been a colporteur of the American Bible So- 
ciety ? At least, when I was a missionary in Mexico 
I sometimes took a day off and sold Bibles directly 
from house to house. This I did both for the purpose 
of getting the experience of a colporteur and of get- 
ting the Scriptures into the hands of the people. I 
had some of the rarest experiences of my life in this 
way. I accept, therefore, this election with deep 
gratitude and with renewed assurance of my desire 
to be of all possible service to the Society.

It seems that circum- 
stances had prevented him from completing his 
college course at the time begun; that he had 
spent the intervening years as a home mission- 
ary, working in all parts of tHe United States, 
East and West, North and South, continuing 
his college studies from time to time as his 
work brought him into the vicinity of colleges ; 
and that he is still eager to carry on further 
studies. He goes back to his alma mater to 
teach astronomy and philosophy, while himself 
carrying on studies in Latin and French. We 
took especial pleasure in providing him with a 
copy of the Septuagint in the original Greek, 
which he desired for private study. His con- 
versation as well as the whole expression of his 
eyes and face showed an alert mind and kindly 
heart that gives promise of further usefulness.

HE colporteurs of the Bible Society and 

the Secretary travel extensively over the 
great area of Brazil, seeking to leave as far as 
possible a copy of the Scriptures in the hands 
of every person who can read. Many times 
these persons are found in remote places, where 
no missionary or native evangelist has yet 
preached the gospel. At times, persons visiting 
the railway stations and towns along the coast 
buy copies of the Word of God and take them 
to their homes far away. Thus the Bible finds 
its way into many quiet and lonely places, where 
there are souls looking for the light, commun- 
ing with nature and wondering and wishing to 
know more of nature’s God. 


I have recently received a communication 
from a missionary, who travels and labors in 
the great state of Rio Grande do Sul, Brazil. 
He writes under the caption “Fruit in an un- 
known field.” This is what he says: 

“One day, while visiting one of the members 
of our church in an out-of-the-way place in 
Brazil, I discovered an eager, barefoot girl 
from a remote interior farm, who was acting 
as this lady’s servant. This member of our 
church was an elderly widow, who lived all 
alone at a great distance from town and had 
secured this girl’s services, as much for her 
company as for her help. As a rule, such peo- 
ple are entirely ignorant ; but this girl surprised 
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me by reading a Scripture passage, with a 
fluency and ease seldom found even among 
those in town who have had some schooling. 
Upon inquiring, she told me that her father had 
taught her to read from the Bible; and as he 
had been blind for ten years, he required his 
daughters to read to him from the Bible every 
day, correcting their errors as they read. 
“Several months later I satisfied my desire 
to visit this remarkable man, by making an 
excursion back through the woods and remote 
farms to his home. For three years he had 
been confined to his bed—a blind paralytic. He 
had never been inside of an evangelical church, 
and for the first time in his life he heard a 
gospel sermon from my lips, never having met 
a preacher before. He expressed his great joy 
at my visit; but he was already a believer in 
the Lord Jesus Christ as his personal Saviour, 
having come to him through the reading of his 
Word. Many years before, a colporteur had 
left a Bible with him, and through a study of 
the Scriptures by himself, illuminated by the 
Holy Spirit, he had come to have an intelligent 
faith and a firm conviction, such as are not 
often found in those who have attended church 
and Sunday school all their lives. The light 
from heaven shone in his face, as he listened 
to our message and to some gospel songs. 

“After some time I made a second visit to 
his home, and, after examination, he was bap- 
tized and received as a member of the church. 
It was a short visit, but one of great spiritual 
blessing to us all, as we looked into the face of 
that saint of God and were refreshed by his 
faith and patience in suffering. 

“More than five months later I made my 
third and last visit to this home. The blind 
paralytic, Feliciano, had left his house of clay 
to inhabit the mansions above; but the fruit

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of his life and testimony were very evident. 
As he lay dying, so weak that he could hardly 
speak in a whisper loud enough to be heard, 
the neighbors would gather around and fill the 
room, as their custom is; and then, as if his. 
lips had been anointed and his voice strength- 
ened by an angel visitant, he would begin to 
speak, in a voice so clear that all could hear, 
and tell them of the wonderful Saviour he had 
found and urge his neighbors to accept the gos- 
pel. As a result nearly the whole family was. 
converted, and the neighbors are ready, and 
some of them anxious, to hear more of the gos- 
pel. But who will go to preach to them and to 
shepherd the flock? At present I know of no. 
one. His wife and four children were baptized. 
that day. A by-product of the Bible in that 
place is a Christian school of some twenty 
neighbor children, who are being taught by this. 
old saint’s daughter, in their humble home, 
around a rude table. “The entrance of thy 
word giveth light”; for the old Bible, dis- 
tributed by one of the native pioneers of one 
of the Bible Societies, brought both light and 
life to several souls in- this unknown field, and’ 
the total increase will be known only when we. 
see the fruit over yonder.

This is but one of an increasing number of 
incidents being gathered, which serve to illus- 
trate the power of the Word of God and to 
show that the Bible has a real function in the 
great missionary work of the kingdom of God.

JUNE MEETING OF THE BOARD 


HE second stated meeting of the Board of 

Managers of the American Bible Society 

in its one hundred and tenth year was held at 

the Bible House, Astor Place, New York, on 

Thursday, June.4, 1925, at 3:30 o’clock p. m., 
President Emeritus James Wood in the chair. 

Devotional exercises were conducted by Gen- 
eral Secretary Haven, who read from the Acts 
of the Apostles, the second chapter, after which 
he offered prayer. 

The minutes of the first stated meeting of the 
Board of Managers were approved. 

Dr. George Woolsey, being present for the 
first time, was welcomed as a Manager. 

The death of the Hon. Thomas R. Marshall, 
a Vice-President of the Society, was reported, 
and a committee appointed to prepare a memo- 
rial minute. 

The amendments to By-laws, Article X, 
Article XXVIII, and deleting X VIII concern- 
ing the “Committee on Anniversaries,” which 
had been presented at the previous meeting of 
the Board, were taken under consideration and 
adopted. 

The minutes of the various standing com- 
mittees were presented and approved, and their 
recommendations adopted. 

Mr. Alfred Busselle, Mr. William Kennedy, 
and Mr. William P. Stevenson were elected 
members of the Board of Managers. 

Action was taken authorizing the General 
Reference Committee to present a revision of 
By-law, Article XVII, “Auditing Committee,” 
to provide for the change in the practice and 
duties of the Auditing Committee, 

On the recommendation of the General Ref- 
erence Committee, the standing committees 
were appointed for the year 1925-1926. See 
list on page 137. The members of the former 
Committee on Anniversaries were assigned to 
different standing committees. 

On the recommendation of the General Ref- 
erence Committee, the following were elected 
Honorary Life Members of the American Bible 
Society :

On the recommendation of the Foreign 
Agencies Committee, a grant of Greek New 
Testaments and Hebrew Old Testaments for 
the students in theological seminaries in Cen- 
tral Europe was authorized. 

Correspondence with Mr. A. M. Smith, of 
Albany, New York, was presented, reporting 
the possession of a Bible with text “conform- 
able to the original edition of the year of our 
Lord 1610 and the American Bible Society’s 
original standard edition of 1816.” Consider- 
able interest was expressed in this apparently 
rare book, in its mention of the “American 
Bible Society’s original standard edition of 
1816.” 

The Treasurer reported the following con- 
signments to the Society’s Foreign Agencies 
during the month of April: Brazil, 15,000 vol- 
umes, valued at $190.00; Caribbean, 24,300 
volumes, valued at $1,351.93 ; China, 2,268 vol- 
umes, valued at $1,110.38; La Plata, 2,500 vol- 
umes, valued at $397.65; Philippines, 3,175 
volumes, valued at $1,255.36; Siam, 524 
volumes, valued at $37.28; Upper Andes, 
22,700 volumes, valued at $820.48; West In- 
dies, 13,900 volumes, valued at $1,395.50; total 
volumes, 84,367 ; total value, $6,558.58. 

The issues from the Bible House, during the 
month of April, were 438,869 volumes. 

The meeting was adjourned.
